School, Says Cox 

7. W. Cox. superintendent ol 
PrinMas Anne County schools, has 
3isked that the News print a full 
?xplanation of the action taken 
:y the board of aupervisora at its 
October meeting when it rescind- 
ed the authoriiation to the School 
Board, at the boards request 
through Sidney Kellam. to borrow 
>80,000 for additions to the Euclid 
TrainUig school of Negroes, and 
to adopt another measure calling 
for the borrowing of 940,000. 

At the meeting, Mr. Kellam ex- 
plained that in order to keep the 
record straight through the bank 
from which the sum was borrow- 
ed it would be correct to rescino 
the flnt ordinance, and to plac. 
a second one on the books cover- 
ing the 940,000. 

Mr. Cox explained in his tele- 
phone convenaUon with the News 
that it was necessary at this time 
to borrow only 940.000, and that 
an additional sum would be need- 
ed before the additions to the 
school were completed. "We be- 
lieved that it was a waste of 
money to borrow the enUre sum 
at ttda time and have to pay in- 
terest on it Willie it was lying idle 
in the bank. The entire aiim will 
have to be obtained eventually." 

Mr. Cox said he was at a loss to 
underatand why the action had 
to be taken up through the super- 
visors for action, believing that it 
would have been more simple to 
borrow the 940,000 needed at this 
time, and another 940,000 when 
needed without having the actbrn 
taken through the governing bcdy.

Only four precincts voted for 
the amendments, and In two of 
those the marfin was sUm. Vir- 
ginia Beach jnreelnet voted for the 
awendwents St9 to 318. and last 
Ocean View n to 19. In the Owirt 
House precinct the margin of vic- 
tory for the amendments was wid- 
er— 81 for, 53 agahut. 

The only real power shown for 
the suffrage amdbdm«its was in 
the KempsviUe precinct, recog- 
nls«d aa Mob in the heart of the 
Ifwfthint dominance. 

Observers point out that in the 
Virginia Beach pieelnct. the w- 
jfwAtim to an Organisation-bless- 
ed plan was the strongest ever 
shown, and eouid point to similar 
strong opportUon to the Organi- 
sattoR tn the ^ee^ms coming In 
June. 18M. 

The margin of victory accorded 
to Candidate J^w Sattio was »- 
peeted. and t)ie only surprise 
would have been if b)s opponent 
iWd managed to irtiow my 
>ngth at all.

THE END OF VIRGINIA'S "FOLLOW THE LEADER" GAAIE? 

The results of this week's election with regard to the decided 
vote agahist the machine approved Campbell Amendment leads us to 
believe that there is finally a crack in the wall around "Mr. Byrd's 
Virginia." The election returns proved that at least two-thirds of the 
State's voters decided to think for themselves and the good of the 
State regardless of the political consequences. 

Even the veritable stronghold of Princess Anne County yielded 
to the vote of the thinking majoiity despite the advocation and ap- 
proval of the County leaders. However, in four precincts the voters' 
sheep-like characteristic of follow the leader (even if its over the 
cliff) led them to vote for a measure whose design was contrary to 
a Democratic constitution. 

With the obvious ejection control held :y the powers that be in 
the Town of Virginia Beach, tl might be well to remind the voting 
public of the coming town election in June 1930. It might also be 
well to remind our citizenry of the December 3 deadline for paying 
1949 poll taxes.

If the aspirants are incumbent 
we might hear about the progress made in the town during the past 
four years; but, will we hear about those campaign promises for low- 
er taxes, town high school, city of the second class, etc. Undoubtedly 
we will not hear from the party about lower taxes.

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(Editor's Note:— Because we think it timely and because it follows 
our thoughts along this line, we reprint the following editorial from 
tb« Virginia Petroleum Industries Committee News for October, 1949.) 

When, recently, the proposed budget for a large city was up for 
a hearing before the taxpayers, the reporter who was assigned to this 
story wrote: 

"The biggest budget in the city's history and one that will mean 
tax increases averaging about 20 per cent was laid before the taxpay- 
ers for their comments and criUcisms at city hall yesterday. But what 
they bad to say added up to a great big zero. Nobody said a word ex- 
cept a few members of the city council itself. A reporter observed In 
the thin group In the spectator's section only five persons not in the 
ci^'s employ." 

There is nothing unusual about the incident described in this 
news story. Something like It happens somewhere in the land almost 
every day. The taxpayers are given a chance to exercise their right 
of ^tlzenshlp and they quietly default, leaving the game of govern- 
ment entirely in the hands of public cfficials. 

Sometimes all of us feel indignant at the inertia and waste that 
prevail in government, at the exorhitant taxes imposed upon us, at 
the unceasing demands for more— ever more— revenue, ait most of 
us b$,ve no right to complain. We, not the pubUc officials, are to blame 
for tiiis situation. Indeed, the fact that our officials exercise any re- 
strain at ajl Is surprising in view of the license our indifiterence glvcF 
tfa^. For when we. their employers, fail to show any interest in hav- 
ing our government run well and economically, we indicate that we 
wmild just as soon have it run badly and extravagantly. 

If we are not getting tlje kind of government we want, we may 
be gvtitlng the kind we deserve. For when an hidividual's contribution 
to better government "adds up to a great big zero." he can hardly ex- 
pect the perfonnance of his government to express a higher figure

If this were done 
the school would te In a position 
to receive Federal aid to the ex- 
tent of 7 cents a plate and 2 cents 
on each glass of milk sold. 

Under the present system the 
school lunchroom is self-support- 
ing. It has two paid workers imd 
a staff of volunteer mothers who 
operate It There is one hot item 
each day — home made soup three 
times a week and frankfurters 
and hamburgers the other two. 
On soup days there are also al- 
ways a meat sandwich, tomato, 
peanut butter and Jam sandwich, 
apples, cookies and ice cream. On 
other days there are tuna fish or 
cheese sandwiches and always to- 
mato, jam and peanut butter, al- 
ways fruit (apples and pears) and 
cookies, as well as milk. A typical 
lunch costs between 23 cents and 
30 cents a day. 

If the majority of parents wish 
their children to have a complete 
hot meal the school will apply for 
Fedeial aid for the "Type A" 
lunch which will cost the child 
25 cents and will include the fol- 
lowing: half pint of milk, two 
ounces of meat, 3-4 cup of vege- 
tables (or fruit), two teaspoonfuls 
of margarine or butter. A typical 
meal would include .milk, a goad 
slice of meat, potato, a serving o: 
a green vegetable, bread, marga- 
rine or butter, and a dessert of 
stewed fruit, pie or some sort of 
pudding. There will be a choice 
of two meats and probably three 
vegetables (of which the child 
chooses two) or an alternate lunch 
of soup, a sandwich or salad, des- 
sert and milk. However, there will 
be one kind of soup, one kind of 
sandwich, one kind of salad, and 
one dessert a day. 

Children may, of course, con- 
tli^e to bring their lunch from 
hojne if they prefer, and buy their 
milk. 

The Government has rigid re- 
quirements for the school lunch 
rooms receiving aid, and they 
must be adhered to absolutely. 
Periodic inspections are made. 
The lunch room must operate on 
a non-profit basis, and any sur- 
plus must be turned rcack into 
food in the following month, such 
as more expensive desserts as 
treats, or more expensive meats, 
etc. The price of the lunch may 
be reduced to maintain this. Ex- 
act records mu^ be kept on all 
expenditures and of every meal 
and every glass of milk sold to 
children. No money is allotted for 
the teachers' lunches. 

Health and sanitary standards 
must be high and checked periodl. 
cally. All workers handling food 
must have health cards: there 
shall be three workers for 250 
children and one more for each

Council also adopted a resolu- 
tion askhig the State Highway 
Commission to haclude VU-ginia 
Beach tai the group of municipali- 
ties granted a set sum for the 
maintenance of primary and sec- 
ondary roads within their bound- 
arieis. This function is now car- 
ried out by the State on Atlantic 
Avenue and other primary roads 
in Virginia Beach. 

Town Manager Lawrence Lock- 
wood said that he had received 
information from E. D. Hubbard 
resident engineer, tluit the State 
had spent an average of $7,900 
annually on primary roads in Vir- 
ginia Beach over the past three 
years. The allowance permitted 
under the Act of the 1048 General 
Assembly which permits towns of 
over 3,500 population to take over 
maintenance of their roads is $4,- 
000 per mile of primary road, and 
$300 per mile of secondary road. 

Virginia Beach has 4.01 miles of 
primary roads within the corpor- 
ate limits and approximately IC 
miles of secondary roads meeting 
the State's requirements. This 
would mean that if the town un- 
dertakes the maintenance of these 
roads, a sum of $19,040 would be 
paid to the town by the State for 
the purpose.

The conunlttee Is nov 
drawing up plans for the 1950 
Afrlcu:tural Conservation Pro- 
sran. 

The chairman baaed his state- 
ment on the fact that his com- 
mittee's records show a consistent 
increase in the amount of lime 
and fertilizer materials delivered 
un.ler ACP In this county, as well 
as a greater demand for seed for 
pasture and cover crops. He noted 
that "farmers are generally car- 
rying out a g:eat deal more con- 
servation than that for which 
they receive ACP payments, which 
is a very healthy condition. They 
are getting away from the Idea 
of expecting assistance for rou- 
tine practices that would be car- 
ried out anyway as part of usual 
gcod fai'ming operations." 

Mr. Lane said that the county 
PMA committee, in developing 
next year's handbook Is carefully 
se'ectlng practices most suited to 
local conditions so that the maxi- 
mum amount of conservation can 
be effected from the funds avail- 
able. "We want to use this govern- 
ment assistance for obtaining ad- 
ditional conservation, and as far 
as possible It will be a general 
policy of this committee to allot

The amount of the 1950 ccntnty 
ACP allocation has not yet been 
announced, but it is expected to 
je sfunewhat larger than that for 
1949, which amounted to about 
$33,149.00. 

Mr. Lane said that the total 
amount of 1949 ACP assistance 
earned In Princess Anne County 
cannot be determined until all 
farmers have reported practices 
carried out this year. He added 
that some farmers may not have 
completed practices started last 
spilng and urged them to get 
these completed as soon as pos- 
sible. When practices have tieen 
carried out. they should be re- 
puted promptly to the county 
PMA office In order for farmers 
to receive full credit. When mak- 
ing this report, he reminded farm- 
ers who purchased commerclaf 
materials to bring with them sales 
slips, seed tags, or other evidence 
to support the kind and quantity 
of materials used.

As a wizard of night flight, the 
bat is tops according to Writer 
Joe Austell Small. Guided ty his 
own system of radar, the little 
mammal darts, swoops and zooms 
through the black night witJi 
Itardly ever an accident. Tiny 
squeaks, too high-pitched for the 
average h\unan ear, emanate from 
his throat constantly during his 
flight. 

When these hit an object ahead 
the sound bounces back and is 
picked up partly by his highly 
sensitive ears, but mostly by su- 
persensitive nerves in the delicate 
skin of his bare wings. Automa- 
tically these signals are Interpret- 
L'd and the flight adjusted in- 
stantly to bypass obstacles. 

Bats do have small ej'es, and 
in general their keenness of sight 
doecs n-t equal that of other 
mammals, but to be "b!ind as a 
bat" is mt to be blind at all. Their 
ears seem to he specially tuned to 
pick up the buzz of flying insects, 
on which most bats feed. 

The iat does not resemb'e, nor 
act like any other creature in the 
animal world. Little is known 
about its migratory habits. A re- 
cent study of Bat Cave in Comal 
County. Texas, indicated that fe- 
males come to the cave year after 
year to give birth to their young. 
The majority of the males evi. 
lently congregate elsewhere. Bats 
have a litter of from one to four, 
depending on the species. The 
young are well developed at birth, 
and in several weeks are able to 
fend for themselves.

Forgery Increases, 
Says Sleuth; Racket 
Nets $400,000,000 

Although check forgeries in the 
United States involve about $400,- 
000,000 every year, tlie average 
forger doesn't consider himself a 
criminal, but ratiier a higlily spec- 
ialized craftsman, according to an 
expert on the subject. 

Writing in a recent issue oi 
Cosmopolitan magazine. Qeorge 
W. Adlam. who has been a forg- 
ery detective for 30 years, says 
that this type of thinking explains 
the fact that he has never known 
a forger who was able to reform. 
To emphasize the menace of 
forgers, Adlam reports that forg- 
ery and embezzlement are the na- 
tion's fastest growing criminal 
classificaticiis and that 200 com- 
plaints are received daily by the 
Los Angeles Forgery Squad. "The 
forger," says Adlam, "needs only 
his pen and his wits. He Is In no 
danger of physical harm. He does- 
n't carry a pistol. ... He is often 
a respected, even prominent, citi- 
zen in his community." 

Contrary to populfu- opinion, an 
extravagantly flourished signature 
—full of frills and tnterlooplng 
letters — are most susceptible to 
the forger, according to the au- 
thor. He explains that, "The quick 
eye of ttie bank cashier is leas 
likely to flnd discrepancies In a 
complicated signature than in a 
simple, clearly written one, the 
lines of which are easily r«Qem- 
bered and recognized." 

Adlam cites ten ways to foil a 
phony check passer and says Oiat 
a successful fiNrgery requires tmly 
the simple knowledge that msat 
people are careless, and that thejr 
don't realize that If Vbgg eash a 
phony check, th^ themsdvM, not 
the bank or the peraon whose 
name has been forged, will bear 
the loss.

Many potential beneficiaries un- 
der the Old-Age and Survivors In- 
surance pr:gram lose benefits be- 
cause they fail to file for them 
promptly. This is according to a 
recent announcement by J. A. 
Morrison, mnnagsr of the Nor- 
folk Social Security Administra- 
tion Field Office. 

Mr. Morrison stated that possi- 
bly the reason potential bendld- 
aries failed to claim benefits due 
them was because they did not 
realize their rights. The Social 
Security Administration has nc 
way of knowing when a worker 
retires either temporarily. or per- 
manently, he added. 

The employer has a valid inter- 
est hi seeing to it that his em- 
ployees and theb- families receive 
the benefits for which they have 
shared in paying. To inform each 
of his employees of retirement age 
that they can claim benefits for 
any months that they earn less 
than 15.00. would seem to be an 
Uitegral part of good induitriai 
relations. 

ReUred workers are not the on- 
ly pergons losing ceueflts. Survi- 
vors of. deceased workers have also 
lest benefits and are loshig bene- 
fits. Here again the employer may 
help prevent such loss by letting 
the survivor of a deceased em- 



ployee, regardless of the latter's 
age, know he, or she, should con- 
tact your local social security field 
office to file a claim immediately 
or within three months at most.

« On the iirst of October, forty* 
Jive years ago the bright fall sun 
shone on the shavings and car- 
penter's debris around the unfln- 
Ished original "Drift-wood" Cot- 
tage, on the Ocean Front, near 
18th Street. Virginia Beach, Vir- 
ginia. 

Swarming over the Uttered and 
sandy front yard and side en- 

« trances were over thirty children, 
gathered to organize into classes 
of the first two-room school at 
the summer resort. Heretofore the 

* few school age children who spent 
the winters at the unincorporated 
town had to walk through muddy 
or dusty roads and paths to "Sea- 
tack" one room public school, tn- 

* land from the Ocean, about two 
miles. 

At the sugestion and with the 
help of Mrs. James Tait, one of 
the oldest members of the summer 
colony, the Beach neighborhood 
and the coast from Cape Henry 
to Back Bay had been canvassed 
by Miss Laura Washington of 
London &rldge and enough par. 
ents were willing to pay three dol- 



lars per month, for one child. Ave 
dollars for two children from one 
family, for InstrucUon In a pri- 
vate school, to warrant plans for 
its establishment. 

Then the problem of finding 
room for such use, loomed threat- 
eningly, for no owner of even one 
of the few cottages then compos- 
ing the layout of Virginia Beach, 
was willing to risk space for the 
rough usage a crowd of children 
would likely render. 

Miss Adele O'Connor, who was 
building the "Drift-wood" for her 
permanent home, offered 'her two 
attic rooms for use, rent free, if 
she could Join Miss Washington 
as an equal partner in the enter- 
prise. The cottage would not be 
completed until late October, but 
the conti-actor kindly agreed to 
finish the back stairways and two 
attic rooms so that school could 
begin on schedule, Octol)pr first. 
1904. 

Two requisites for a school, 
children and a place to house 
them had been secured, without 
much difficulty. t:but the thhrd—

A tiny cast iron heater fed by 
chunlu of wood made a valiant 
efort to warm the north room, 
but when the wind took a notion 
to come from the northeast, anoke 
Instead of heat poured out, and 
the pupils' i:ody temperature was 
maintained as much by the exer- 
cise from coughing and sneezing 
as frcHn the stove. Clasws were 
maintained usually on schedule, 
even during the weeks of mid- 
winter, when the teacheis had to 
spend the noon hour and recess 
patrolling the ice covered i^urf 
where neither sight nor sound of 
waves could be detected.

In addition to monthly levels, 
weekly guides are also determined 
as an aid in carrying out actual 
support operations if needed.

Old fur i^ees may be renovated 
at home and ussd to add good 
toks and warmth to winter etoth. 
Ing. Becauoe fur Is the most ex- 
penirive of all clothing matarlals. 
it Is worth the ttsse and care 
needed to clean and remodel It 
So bring out those old fur collars 
and culls from old coats, or those 
fur pieces. Jaeketa and muffs stor- 
ed away In the aMc. Kven If they 
are worn or bare In mots, they 
msy be cut and reworiced at home 
with a considerable saving to ttie 
winter wardrobe. Small and odd- 
shaped scraps can be matched and 
pieced. Seams do not slum If they 
are cut carefully and the flow of 
the fur Is matched. 

Cleaning— TO clean fur, damp- 
en com meal or sawdust with a 
dry-cleaning advent such as ear- 
ban tetrachloride, and rub Inti 
the fur with the hands. Then 
shake, brush and air the fur. If 
badly soiled, small pieces ot good 
quality fur can be washed In 
warm soapsuds. Use a mild cake 
ooap with an oil base or a jelly- 
like oil soap. Rinse. Squeeze out 
as much water as posskiile, for 
excess water may harden the pelt. 
Hang the fur up by the edge so 
that the aid circulates on both 
sides as it dries. As the skin hard- 
ens or becomes dry. work it gent- 
ly between the hands to soften it. 
Wlien thorougtUy dry, shake and 
brush until the fur is fluffy. 

Dyeing -White or badly faded 
fur may need to be dyed to put 
it to best use. Use hair dye. fol- 
lowing directions on the package. 
Dip fur in the dye. Wash, squeeze 
out extia moisture, and let dry. 
Shake and brush. 

Cutting. Sewing and Fitting— 
To cut fur pieces, first mark the 
pattern with tailor's chalk on the 
skin side. Cut just through the 
skin with a razor blade. Never use 
scissors because they clip the fur 
while cutting the drin. 

To join two edges of fur so the 
seam does not show, lay together 
so that the fur of both pieces runs

TIm address of Paul Strachan. 
inrwident. American Federation 
of the Physically Handicapped, 
met with whole-hearted approval 
ky all thoM who attended the 
3ieetlng mday night, November 
4, at the W. T. Cc<*e School. The 
address waa sponsored by the 
Junicr Woman's Club of Princess 
Anne Ccunty. 

Mr. Strachan. who is totally 
deaf and partially b:ind, among 
ather disabilities, was accompa- 
nied by Mlas Mildred Scott, na- 
tional secretary of the APPH. Miss 
3cott. who Is a victim of polio, 
having been afflicted since early 
inftincy. is Mr. Strachan's secre- 
tary and acts as his hearing aide 
ind right arm generally. 

Mr. Strachan's address con. 
:erned problems of the handicap- 
red and what can be done to 
ameliorate those problems. Be- 
■euse of lack of public knowledge, 
.00 few facilities, and not enough 
trained personnel, progress has 
)een very sl3W, Mr. Strachan says. 

"While our nation spends ap- 
oroxlmately $800,000000 a year 
developing programs for our agri- 
cultural population, yet, so far 
Mlde from purely veterans bene- 
fits, It has not seen fit to spend 
more than a comparative dribble 
($18,000,000 last year) on rehabili- 
tation of more than 28,000,000 
human beings who, certainly, are 
or should be Just as Important as 
are cows, hogs, sheep and chick- 
ens," he said. 

Bfr. Strachan stressed the need 
of weeial training for the ce.e':ral 
palified. Unless special training 
and treatments begin in early in- 
fancy, and are carried on for 
yean, the victims, numbering 
around 700,000 of our population, 
are in sad plight The Usten^-s 
were assured that cerebral palsy 
is not a sign of impaired mentali- 
ty. 

The Epilepsy Bill, which would 
affect more than 800,000 citizens 
today, is also vitally Important. 
The greatest specialist on epilepsy 
in the world today is Dr. William 
Q. Lennox, president. Internation- 
al League Against Epilepsy. Dr. 
Lennox testifled before Congress 
Chat most present day cases of 
petit mal, grand mal, or even psy- 
chomotor, c^uld be successfully 
treated, using the new techniques 
of drugs and therapy. 

Mr. Strachan also stressed the 
fact that the following diseases 
are also on the agenda to receive 
congressional ccmsiderations: po- 
lio, multiple sclerosis, diabetes, 
tuberculosis, cancer, osteomyelitis, 
amputations, blindness, deafness, 
arthritis, cardiac trouble, conge- 
nital defect, or other disabling di- 
seaser^r ialuries. This consider- 
ation, if granted by Congress, may 
result in Federal support for all 
the severely handicapped. 

Mr. St.achan and his program 
are endeavoiing to build up the 
FMeration from the standpoint of 
members, lodges, and funds. To 
properly carry on this fight they 
must have ammunitibn and lotf 
of it. All are invited to join the 
AIPH a id cud assistance in thl 
?reat crusade for Justice and op. 
po:tumty tu humaa beings wh? 
through na fault of their own 
have becume physically ImaAi- 
cwped.

Ashe, Robinson Meet

Discussion of educational op- 
portunities between white and 
Negro students in Princess Anne 
County schools took a practical 
turn on Wednesday when legal 
repiesentatives of the Negroes met 
with the School Board and Super- 
intendent of Schools Frank Cox 
at Princess Anne Court House. 

Similar discussions between the 
Negro attorneys and Ute Virginia 
Beach School Board during an 
afternoon session at the Town 
Hall, however, ended with Uttle In 
the way of sdvlnt the problem 
accomplished and with the dis- 
tinct possiblUty that \nrginla 
Beach's setup fmr Negro elemen- 
tary pupils may be made the sub- 
ject of legal action. 

The Virginia Beach School 
Board chairman. Dr. Walter Tay- 
lor, told Spottswood W. Robinson 
and Victor J. Ashe, attorneys re. 
presenting the Negro students 
through their parents and guard- 
ians, that nothing In the way of a 
solution to the pioblem had been 
worked out; that it would take 
time and no little effort to work 
ci^ a solution. 

Both Ashe and Robinson were 
frank in telling the baard that 
Uiey realized the difficulty of 
solution, end said that the board 
'Aould be allowed a reasonable 
time to formulate plans to handle 
the situation. Both, also, reiter- 
ated that "Nothing short of com- 
plete e<iua:ity of school facilities 
in cu.riculum, instructional per-

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EDUCATIONAL EQVALI7ATION BETWEEN WHITES 
AND NEOBOE8 

The PrIncMS Anne County School Board and G^perlntendent of 
Schools Frank Cox are to be congratulated for their realistic and 
suniwthetic approach to the problem posed by the petition handed 
th«n In October demanding equal school rights foir Negroes and 
whites In the county. 

In a conference on Wednesday with attorneys Ashe and R(rt>ln- 
son fur the Negroes, the Board, through Its chairman. John B. Dey, 
and Mr. Cox, put their cards on the table frankly and courageously. 
They explained what they have done In the past, what they have tried 
to do. They told that they have already accomplished an equalization 
of salaries between teaching personnel of the two races; outlined the 
history of the survey of Negro schools in the county in 1947 made at 
the request of the local Board ity the State Department of Education. 
and their efforts to bring about the realization of the recommenda- 
tions made in the survey for consolidated elementary schools for 
Negroes and for a modern, well equipped high school. 

The blame for the failure of the county in this respect falls di- 
rectly on the electorate which defeated two referendums to raise 
9260,000 for Negro school Improvements— an obvious fact to both the 
Negro and white conferera, although naturally this did not satisfy 
the demands of the Negroes for equalization. 

What was not emphasized is the fact that the failure of the 
referendums can be laid, not wholly but in part, to the failure of the 
Negro voters in the county to get out and vote for a measure that 
would be helpful to their race. The statement of the Negro Attorney 
Robinson that "each year that goes by, each class that leaves school, 
without bettering the situation is doing irreparable damage to these 
people" is a condemnation of these Negro voters 9& well as to the 
white voters, and the fault Is equal. 

The County School Board is genuinely sympathetic and sincere 
in its efforts. They are hindered by an accumulation of practices and 
tradition that it is difficult to break with. 

It appears that their good faith will be justifled if their commit- 
ments to the Negroes can be carried out, and that Princess Anne 
County will thus be spared a costly legal battle in the courts of the 
Unitied Stat^. 

In Virginia Beach 

In Virginia Beach, however, it appears that the cards are stacked 
against the town— that the plaintiffs ho'.d four Aces, with the town 
trying to draw to an inside straight. 

The petition from the Negroes asked for "complete educational 
equality" for the 17 elementary school youngsters that now attend 
Seatack and Oceana Negro schools — that equality to be on the wasis 
of curriculum, instructional personnel, facilities, and transportation. 

It doesn't take much finger counting to realize that the building. 
equipping and staffing of su.li a plant wou!d be financially an im- 
possibility. The Negro lawyers affirmed that they and their clients 
would not be satisfied with a system of transporting thek 17 young- 
sters elsewhere. 

Board Member Kenned Jard's suggestion that a plan be worked 
cut with the City of ^Norfolk whe.eby these 17 might be transported 
dally to an approved Norfolk school also met with a flat refusal as 
not being satisfactory to the clients. To most whites such a plan would 
am;>ear to be ideal, until such time as there is a Negro school in the 
county, equal in all respects to the Cooke School, to which these chil- 
dren might be traivsported. 

The Negro lawyers readily admitted that they. too. were unable 
tO| see a solution to the r''oblem. cr tc envision a way in which such 
S school could be financed for the 17 youngsters, or, indeed, how it 
eould be run. But, they added, their stand wculd be the4ame if there 
were but ONE such child. Moreover, when and if a high school is 
Inillt at the Beach for white children, they said, the same situation 
vmild occur for the Negro high school ciiildren, now l>eing sent tc 
the Euclid Training School. 

Tiie reasoning of the white citizens of the Beacl" reaches an im- 
passe no matter in which direction it turns. They p. Int out that the 
Ibgro is not an equal taxpayer, and therefore should not e'P^ct equftl 
of tax moneys. To whicli the answer is that neither are all whites 
tax payers, and that many do not pay any taxes at all. They 
P4ll^ out, tco, that reply that the Negro, even so, does not pay pro- 
poftidoately en the indirect (or hidden) taxation; to which the reply 
Is that this is a false sUrfement, and cannot ^e diown to be true. The 
■nament that Virginia has a State law requiring segregation is met 
•ttb the rebuttal that the United States Constitution, which trans- 
CMids Aate law, denl» ttw right of one race to enforce segregation 
of anotha*. And so it goes. 

It vmild appear that Virginia Beach, unl^s tiw local school board 
Is aWe to pass a miracle and do it soon, is Iieaded toward the un- 
CBVlaUe positton of serving as a guinea pig in an attack on segrega- 
tftOB within the educatimi setup of Vat State. 

In fact, one of the Negro lawyers pointed out tliat tlieie is nc 
case in ^nrginia NOW where there is a headon attack on segregation 
teinc aiade.

New Y(^— Oevaluatton of cur- 
r«s:les. with Ortat Britain taking 
tht iMd and a d»en nathm^ ful- 
hnrlat suit, has foramment and 
economic experts here oidnlnt In 
all dineticms. 

P;edictlons range the scale from 
pessimism to optimism as to 
whether the reduced value of the 
pound sterling in relation to the 
dollar will cure England's finan- 
cial woes. Most observers felt It 
was a step In the right direction, 
but Insisted that England's abUlty 
to sell Its manufactured products 
In this country would still depend 
on merchandising skill and In- 
genuity. 

Hie first reaction of commodity 
markets In the U. 8. was down- 
ward, reflecting fears that deval- 
ued foreign currencies would be 
able to buy less gridns and other 
farm products from this country. 

In U. 8. manufacturing circles 
concerned with exports there was 
gloom, too, American products au- 
tomatically w. uld cost the British 
43 J per cent more bi dollars than 
before. As a consequence, said one 
observer, we can expect to see a 
decline In demand firom abroad 
for American -made electrical 
equipment, Mricultural imple- 
ments, trucks, tractors, machine 
tools, petroleum products, and 
cottons. 

NO BILLIONS— President Tru- 
man's Point Pour program for 
aiding the economic development 
of backward areas in the world 
seems to have created wrong ideas 
abroad which a leading American 
industrialist says must be 
straightened out. John L. Collyer, 
president of the B. F. Ooodrich 
Company, told members of the 
Society of Automotive (Engineers 
in Milwaukee that many nations 
think billons of taxpayers' dollars 
will be made available for this 
purpose. "It is not intended to be 
a big-money program," he said. 
"Instead, its main objective is to 
.aise the standard of living and 
develop productivity in certain un. 
developed sections through the 
utilization of American methods 
of know-how." The Ooodrich ex- 
;cutive frowns upon international 
price-fixing or price-raising agree- 
ments and says they lead only to 
the "protection of inefficiencies." 
The idea that much of the cost 
of such schemes can be borne by 
the American taxpayer is being 
taken too much for granted, Coll- 
yer said. The belief that the Unit- 
ed States "can underwrite the 
ambitions of millions in all cor- 
ners of the world is a mistake that 
can lead only to bitter disillusion- 
ment and economic disaster," he 
added.

If you're a real fl s her maa . aoal 
overlook this late season flsn^. 
You won't get as msmy flsb as ym 
did Mrtter In the smson— you 
may. Indeed, get very few. But 
during no othtr part of the sea- 
atm are your chances of s n a gging 
into some really huge ones nearly 
ao good. This holds not only for 
baas but for pike and waUqres. 
Very late in the season Is the 
time to get really big pike. 

Bass, after having been in shal- 
low water for awhile, are now 
back in deeper spots. I generaly 
have brat luck finding them In 
sharp drop-offs with weeds at the 
edge. In the colder months. I've 
found them much less finicky as 
to what lure they'U take. Just so 
It's fished deep and very slowly. 

Now, you are likely to find them 
"bunting"— hitting the lure gent- 
ly — so you can't hook them well. 
Jason Lucas, one of our best 
known bass anglers, suggests you 
use a very tiny plug of the sori 
that one would graerally use for 
rather small crapples. 

These remarks hold true of the 
extreme northern parts of the 
country during November. Farth- 
er south, they will apply In De- 
cember, even January. 

When winter really sets In and 
you must put your'«ear away, be 
sure you store your line property. 
More lines have to be discarded 
because of improper storage In 
winter than because of wear. 

A silk casting line must be dried 
very thoroughly before storing, 
and kept in a completely dry 
place. Otherwise it will be so weak 
by spring tkat it will be useless. 
We are told that nylon casting 
lines never need ^ing, but I pre- 
fer to ^tore mini as carefully as 
my silk— It can do no harm. 

Never leave your fly line on the 
reel all winter. Take it off, and 
keep It in a coil of six Inches or 
so In diameter. ThI simidest way 
to make a neat coil is to wind It 
onto a cardboard box or such, 
then slip it off over the end and 
tie it with string. Be sure the line 
doesn't twist as you wind it. Then 
hang the coil In a cool, dry place. 
It is a good idea to give the ilne 
a heavy coat of dressing before 
sto.age.

County Problem 

In the county. School Board 
Cliairman John B. Dey and Su- 
oerintendent Cox assured the two 
lawyers that the board can meet 
.any demands for equalization im- 
mediately in the county schools 
with the exception of physical 
plant. I 

Robinson told the board that 
he was not in a position to agree 
to any solution that might be of- 
fered him. but that the board's 
proposals would be given careful 
study and review. He declared 
that legal action would not be 
instituted unriecessarily. 

Proposal of the County School 
Board was summed up as: When 
and If the county receives $300,- 
000 for school puvposes in accord- 
ance with Govemor-elect John 
Battle's campaign promises that 
it would be devoted to the erection 
of an elementary consolidate 
school far Negroes; that the Coun- 
ty Board would propose referenda 
to raise additional funds within 
the next several years to accom- 
plish the building of a second 
consolidated school and a high 
.sciiqol for Negroes in accordance 
with the long-range plan grow- 
ing out of a survey made by the 
State Board cf Education early in 
1947. Total cost would be in the 
neighborhood of one million dol- 
la.s. 

Mr. rey explained that during 
the tenure of the present Sboard 
salaries of white and Negro teach- 
ers on the county rolls had been 
equalized, and that transporta- 
tion, which he described as being 
far from perfect for both races,

In 1940, during a singing en- 
gagement in Pittsburgh, Pa.. Mr.

No official request has been made 
for a permit to build the pier M 
yet. accordlof to Town HaU of- 
fldala. although there hu been 
acme preliminary dlecuulim on 
the matter. Should the requeet be 
made for a permit, it would have 
to be made through the Town 
Council, then paaied on to ihe 
District Engineer. 

AcconUng to prelimbury ac- 
oounte. two typei of plera are be- 
ing explored, one of which w<mld 
include a luncheonette, dancing, 
and a tackle concession in addi- 
tion to the fishing facilities; the 
other to be used exclusively f<» 
fishing. 

The structure planned Is 400 
feet long, mounted on creosoted 
piling, with a T-shaped pier at ite 
tip. 

Lawrence Lockwood, town man- 
ager, said that he believed such a 
pier is "urgently needed, and If 
the plans materialize it will be 
one of the finest things that oouM 
happm for the guod (tf the 
Beach." 

"^Mr. Lockwood continued: '^tSt 
Beach has long felt the need tax 
more diversification of amusement 
attiacticns. and this should cer- 
toinly fill the bill to a certain m- 
tent. It will satisfy a long unful- 
filled want of both visitors and 
local people, and should prove a 
\ highly profitable undertakinc." 

Albin R. Mailhes, directOT of 
the Chamber of Commerce, de- 
clared that he belteved that if ihe 
plans go through for the pter In 
either form it will be a t<Mnist ai- 
tractipn, and be of benefit to Vlr.

however, custom has left this de- 
; tail to the discretion of tlie clerk, 
j According to our records the 
county budget could have been 
saved several hund.ed dollars in 
advertising expenses alone. 

Consequently, Mr. Taylor, the 
News feels tliat Mr. Hudgins does 
not warrant a pat on the back 
any more than anyone else who 
does the job that he is paid to do.

Road Block — AflMrica'a high- 
ways are rapidly approaching the 
saturation p<^t. With car-con- 
scious Americans grabbing new 
models as fast aa motor makers 
can turn them out. modern four, 
lane parkways are becoming as 
crowded as the old two-lane roads. 
By the year's end. says the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers Association, 
highways wU Ibe swarming with 
a record-breaking 43.5 million ve- 
Mcles— 33.4 million passenger 
cars, 7.9 mlUon trucks, and more 
than 200,000 buses. Truck popu- 
lation alone has doubled in the 
last 15 years, climbing from a lit- 
tle over 3.5 million in 1935 to what 
will be Just under eight milli'jn 
by the end of the year.

Mr. Kelley cited the action In 
the October meeting of the State 
Chamber's board of directors, who 
recommended also that the pub- 
licity-divisions of the Highway 
Deportment and the Department 
of Conservation and Development 
be combined under Jurisdiction of 
the Highway Department. The 
board's opinion was requested by 
William A. Wright, conservation 
commissioner, who is advocating 
an increase in Virginia advertis- 
ing funds to at least $300,000 an- 
nually. 

The State Chant'cer's recom- 
mendation, if adopted, would al- 
locate some $400,000 a year for 
attracting tourists and vacation 
ists to Virginia, since .more than 
$44,000,000 is collected annually 
in gasoline taxes. In discussion of 
the proposal, it was pointed out 
that out ^ of - state motorists ac- 
count for more than $6,000,000 of 
this sum. 

The six reasons cited by Mr. 
Kelley were as follows: 

1. Consolidating the two publi- 
city divlsionB under the Highway 
Department would be In the In- 
terest of efficiency and economy. 

2. Highway Dpartment admin- 
istration of Virginia advertising 
would avoid any precedent of di- 
version of highway funds. 

3. Expenditure from gas tax re- 
ceipts would be an Investment re- 
turnable directly to the source 
through Increased ga^ tax collec- 
tions. 

4. The $140,000 spent annually 
for advertising by the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Devel- 
opment could be returned to the 
general fund for other uses. 

5: Larger investment in travel 
advertising would produce more 
taxable Income from beneficiaries 
of tourist trade. 

6. Such advertising would swell 
receipts from Highway Depart- 
ment toll bridges and ferries, and 
thus liquidate the capital invest- 
ment more rapidly. 

According to Mr. Kelley. the 
State Chamber directors conclud- 
ed that Highway Department ad- 
ministration of State adverttshig 
would be in accord wlUi publica-
